Trustees to 
square off on 
corporal 
punishment

Chinook’s Edge Regional Division school 
board trustees will likely square off at their 
next meeting over the issue of corporal pun¬ 
ishment 

The debate over the issue will occur as the 
trustees work to establish new policies for 
the newly merged school division 

Administrators from both the former 
County' of Red Deer and the former County 
of Mountain View school boards have been 
developing a new policy handbook for the 
board Ian Taylor, pnncipal at Didsbury High 


School and a member of the policy commit¬ 
tee, said his group has been able to merge 
most policies, but found the issue of corporal 
punishment to be different 

“This was probably the one area where 
there was the most clear distinction,” Taylor 
said 

The division is clear - the County of Moun¬ 
tain View school board allowed corporal 
punishment and had recently reaffirmed al¬ 
lowance of the practise six months ago Red 
Deer prohibited the practise 

“We didn't just allow it we actually en¬ 
couraged it,” said Sundre trustee Joe Henze,

Regional airshed group 
completes work 


Special to the Review 


After nearly six months of dis¬ 
cussion, the Regional Airshed Man¬ 
agement Investigative Team 
(RAMIT) has completed its work 

RAMIT is composed of repre¬ 
sentatives from industry, regulatory 
agencies and the public They were 
asked at an October, 1994 public 
meeting to investigate the pros and 
cons of the existing air monitoring 
system in the Didsbury, Sundre, 
Caroline and Rocky Mountain 
House area and to propose a re¬ 
gional airshed management system. 

At their March 6 meeting that 
investigation was completed and 
included: 

• a description of the existing 
system which measures emissions 
from point sources - e g. gas process¬ 
ing plants whose capital and annual 
operating costs of the existing sys¬ 
tem are well in excess of $3 million. 


• a description of the proposed 
system which would have a multi¬ 
stakeholder cooperative structure 
and be more focused on specific 
regional airshed issues. 

These findings and the evalua¬ 
tion of each system will be pre¬ 
sented at a community meeting on 
Wednesday, April 26 at 7:30 p.m at 
the Caroline Complex. Public feed¬ 
back and direction at that meeting 
will determine whether the existing 
system remains in place or the con¬ 
cept of a regional system is ad¬ 
vanced

The school board had received a letter from the school 
asking for permission to change the name of the school

I guess 1 sometimes forget about the ugly realities of the world that you and 
I, sitting in our comfortable offices, driving our comfortable cars and eating 
our comfortable meals, never see up close and personal. We have pretty 
complacent lives without too much discrimination and hardship Especially 
compared to some other countries around the world. 

1 don’t know exactly what it was that made me read this particular news 
story; I tend to scan a lot of newspapers, otherwise I’d spend my entire life 
reading But what I read really had a tonic-like affect. It told the story about 
how women are being killed, mutilated and stifled by particular religions 
around the world It outlined the death of three Muslim women who had dared 
to stand up for their nghts and the rights of other Muslim women in the 
Middle East and Egypt They were brutally murdered because they suggested 
that men were misinterpreting the Koran and the strictures of Mohammed. 
Young, vital, intelligent women, likely with much to contribute to their 
society. Snuffed out. 

1 remember heanng a radio interview with a Muslim journalist several 
months ago. She told how she feared for her life because of the stand she had 
taken against the extremist Muslim treatment of women. She had written 
about the genital mutilations, about the rigid dress code for women, about 
women's inability to gam divorce unless the husband agrees, about how 
women are basically chattel in the eyes of the law. I guess at the time, being 
a child bom after most of the fighting for women’s nghts were completed, I 
thought she was exaggerating, attempting to further her work’s notoriety. 1 
was wrong. 

Over and over again, I have heard of women who have escaped their 
countnes to avoid having their daughters mutilated, to escape the oppression. 
And those brave enough to stay and fight for what they believe is right, for 
what we in North America feel is right, are killed for it. 

What an amazing wake up call for women and men of my generation who 
came along after the majority of fighting for equal rights took place I have 
spent the last 28 years facing very little in the way ofdiscnmination because 
of my sex There is still more to do to ensure equality, I’m sure I don't have 
to mention those, but I worked hard to excel in a typically male dominated 
field in university and have worked in a number of typically male dominated 
jobs and have never felt my life was threatened, never worried that expressing 
my opinion was not acceptable and could cause my death. I never feared that 
I would be treated as less because I was female. It was easy to assume that 
most societies were like that 

I guess I just got a wake up call. 

But not only do these kinds of stories make us wake up to the harsh realities 
of life in countnes far away, they remind not to be complacent about life as 
it goes on around us. We still face discnmination everyday, regardless of sex, 
race or religion. Even white men, once the dominate species of our continent, 
face reverse discrimination, by those fighting to end violence against women 
and by companies, likely with good intentions, working towards equal 
employment. 

I guess we can just feel lucky that we have escaped most of the violence 
here in Canada. But it may not always stay that way. If economic times 
continue to slide, violence and discnmination become a means of hitting 
back Those who feel oppressed by the times look for scapegoats and I think 
we are seeing a little bit of that already 
Quote of the week 

“All the assistant superintendents have stuffed piled up in the liquor 
store.”

Every week the Alberta Legisla¬ 
ture produces it's own mantra and 
lately. Health Minister Shirley 
McClellan has been leading the 
chant: "You'll have to ask the re¬ 
gional health authority." 

It was an all-purpose answer in a 
week when Edmonton's Capital 
Health Authority was announcing 


that three hospitals will be down¬ 
graded to community health centres 
and about 2,300 health care workers 
will lose their jobs. And since the 
health cuts have only just begun in 
recent weeks, you'll be hearing it 
much, much more for the remainder 
of this year. 

After all; it does appear to be 
having a calming, soothing effect on 
Albertans An Angus Reid poll found 
that a large majority of Albertans 
are deeply troubled by the Klein 
government's health care cuts but it 
also found that the Premier himself 
enjoys almost record-setting popu¬ 
larity and that 73 percent of us sup¬ 
port his government's policies 

At a time when television news 
editors are horrified at the prospect 
of running something so arcane, so 
frighteningly abstract, so ratings- 
unfriendly as a political story with 
context, Ralph Klein has found a 
simple way to smile into the camera 


and say, "Not my department" 

When a two-year-old toddler dies 
in a cab while being shuttled be¬ 
tween hospitals on the cheap, when 
an 11 -year-old girl has major sur¬ 
gery cancelled twice at the last pos¬ 
sible minute due to a lack of beds, 
the former television reporter re¬ 
peats the line, with McClellan sing¬ 
ing harmony. 

Klein's creation of 17 regional 
health authorities brings some order 
to what was a complicated patch- 
work of health bureaucracy, but it 
also brings instant deniability, a 
teflon wall supported by a legion of 
RHA board members, all 
handpicked by Shirley McClellan 

When McClellan cut binding to 
the Capital Health Authority at the 
last minute and saddled it with new 
responsibilities, effectively dou¬ 
bling the number of layoffs, she 
knew she was dealing with more 
than a few party loyalists; a long 


time party fundraiser, one person 
who plans to be a Tory nominee in 
the next election and one appointee 
who's been a patronage regular on 
boards and commissions since Don 
Getty was popular They all have 
integrity and experience, but they 
don't owe voters anything, they don't 
report to the elected officials in the 
Legislative Assembly and they do 
report to the Minister of Health 
And they have been reminded that 
when they go public with informa¬ 
tion that reflects badly on the gov¬ 
ernment, bad things happen to their 
budget. 

For public consumption, the gov¬ 
ernment drill is chant the mantra ("I 
haven't laid anyone off Talk to the 
RHA") and treat the R1 LAs as though 
they're a separate and unrelated 
branch of government. 

Ralph Klein isn't the first politi¬ 
cian to put a new layer of bureauc¬ 
racy between himself and trouble. 


but the scope is new and wildly 
successful The number one trouble 
spot is off at a safe distance, his 
numbers are way up and the opposi¬ 
tion is in disarray. 

The television news producers 
have a choice: they can do what the 
government calls the victim of the 
week story about that 11 -year-old 
girl caught in the health care crunch 
and then have to waste valuable TV 
seconds explaining how that's con¬ 
nected to the government ("the pic¬ 
tures! What do you have for pic¬ 
tures?"), or you can be content with 
the easy hit, the cost-effective daily 
scrum known in the press gallery as 
Ralph says 

It couldn't work without a pre¬ 
mier who has a gift for coming across 
as a down to earth guy with a straight¬ 
forward plan, but even when the 
plan isn’t quote so straightforward 
it's much better television than ex¬ 
plaining what RHA stands for

Half way into the calving season and with new life springing forth 
on the hour, it is pretty hard for me to concentrate on anything but cows 
and calves. The cattle are important because they represent a good part 
of our livelihood but that isn't the whole reason for our preoccupation, 
we, like all the farmers we know, want our animals happy and healthy 
and stressed as little as possible. Our stress level doesn't enter into this. 
At least not during calving season. 

Ralph does the late night check and I don't get ready for bed until he 
has returned. I am superstitious about this and believe that my getting 
warm and comfortable almost guarantees a heifer in big trouble. There 
are other equally sensible precautions one must take during the season. 
One never says things like, "gee, we have been lucky this year," or, "we 
have 100 percent so far," or "I think he's going to make it now." This 
sort of foolishly optimistic statement attracts an evil eye that causes 
catastrophes to uccur. The catastrophe may fall at any time and place 
but will be relevant to the area in which you made the statement. Brag 
about the cattle and you will lose a calf or one of the bulls will step in 
a hole and break a leg. Say something like, "this has sure been a good 
car," and the transmission will seize and the wheels fall off. Say, "I 
haven’t had a cold in months," and even as you speak a germ is leaping 
happily onto your sandwich. 

I can't imagine what disaster I have brought upon us by writing all 
these things I hope that the evil eye thing understands that this is a 
hypothetical situation and I am not actually referring to real people and 
situations 

When Ralph came in for supper on Monday night he said there was 
a heifer starting. He checked again and again and she wasn't making 
any progress At about 10.30 we brought her up into the chute and 


found that the calf was presented properly but awfully big. By 11 
p m. we had helped (helped is a very mild word here) her deliver a 
long legged but very limp bull calf. The little mama was up and 
seemed fine, the baby didn't look too promising but it was a nice 
mild night, the mother showed interest in the calf and we left them 
dry and warm. In the morning the calf had not moved and we mixed 
him a drink of commercial colostrum and dribbled it into his inert 
throat At lunch time we put the cow back in the squeeze and milked 
out about two cups of milk Ralph held the baby's head up while I 
dribbled some into his throat but he really wasn’t interested Two 
hours later we tried again and he began to suck. By supper time he 
still wasn't up, when we helped him to his feet, his legs were like 
strands of cooked spaghetti, but from his cozy bed he was bawling 
at us for 'more milk please' We milked the cow again and bottle fed 
him. On Wednesday we helped him to stand to the cow and he made 
a valiant efTort but didn't accomplish much We rubbed his legs to 
encourage circulation and gave him more commercial colostrum 
By Wednesday evening he was up on his own and looking bright and 
pretty. By Thursday morning we are ready to move him and his 
mom out of the tight little mothering pen and into a space where he 
can run and hopefully gambol But this doesn't mean that we count 
the operation as a complete success. Heavens no. Take note evil eye 
thing, anything can happen still!!! 

Both Ralph and 1 were raised on farms but when we took over 
here we had been away from farming for several years and neither 
of us had ever had to help deliver a calf. The first time we had a big 
problem there was no resident expert and late at night the two of us 
were out there in the wet snow relying on instinct and common 
sense. Both of us gave up about four times during that confinement 
but fortunately we did not give up simultaneously and so encour¬ 
aged each other until the birth was accomplished I have no idea how 
many cows we have "helped" since then It's part of the job 
description, part of the calving season and one of the means of our 
livelihood. 

I would rather not make a statement about our success rate I think 
I have provoked the evil eye enough for one day.

So that we don't get bored with 
the challenges of yesterday, we are 
continually confronted with new 
issues. "Gambling, it's the 90s way 
to wreck your life." Don't get me 
wrong, there is an up-side to the 
gambling debate, it can be a social 
event, there is an opportunity for 
financial wealth and the govern¬ 
ment is using our money to support 
Alberta institutions. The down-side 
is that gambling, like so many other 
addictions, takes away our freedom 
How so? It takes away our freedom 
as it sucks our life energy into spe¬ 
cific obsessions and compulsions, 
leaving reduced energy for the re¬ 
ally important things in life (like 
people and life pursuits). I know, 
for I am also an addict, though not to 
gambling 

James May, in Addiction and 
Grace, states that addictions exist 
wherever persons are internally 
compelled to give energy to things 


that are not their true desires In the 
middle of another late-night meet¬ 
ing, the thought entered my mind 
that I would rather be at home with 
family.

with taste samples for the peckish. “In North America we’re used to the button type 
mushroom,” Plant Science instructor Paul Sproule said “But more and more, we’re seeing 
the speciality type of mushrooms.” In addition to the large Manchurian mushroom, visitors 
will have a chance to get a closer look at Pine, Morel and the Asian and European Shiitake 
varieties.

Livestock Services sustained a 
year over year improvement, with 
year-to-date operating income lev¬ 
els more than doubling to a ten year 
high of $1.9 million. Gross profit 
rose 24 percent to $9.3 million, 
primarily due to feed sales improv¬ 
ing by 17 percent to $42 million 
Communications and Information 
Services operating income im¬ 
proved by $0 3 million.

"There are hints, activities and 
ideas established committees can 
use to improve their bench show 
The guide is something any bench 
show committee will find helpful 
for many years," she added. 

The 73-page workbook includes 
budgeting, working with volunteers, 
preparing a prize list, advertising, 
hiring, |udges, displaying exhibits 
and evaluating Worksheets are in¬
